She will be faced with opposition on 
the Nov. 6 ballot by Republican Tim Rush 
and Andrew Slovik, who has no party 
affiliation.

In Van Buren Township, 6,420 of the 
22,679 registered voters cast ballots for 
a 28.31% turnout.

City Council cancels contract with seawall contractor

The Belleville City Council is anxious 
to get started on its seawall repair and 
is tired of waiting for successful bidder 
E.C. Korneffel Co. of Trenton to firm up 
contract details so they can get started on 
the estimated two-month project. 

The city accepted the Korneffel bid on 
May 21 at a cost of $339,000, but that 
apparently included the seawall for the 
condominiums next door to Doane’s 
Landing park. It turned out Korneffel 
wanted to deal only with the city and have 
the city get the condo cost from the condos. 
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At its July 2 meeting, the council also 
learned Korneffel wished to change the 
materials and scope of the project. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
council voted 4-0 to notify Korneffel that it 
considered the company’s proposals to no 
longer be in the scope of the the project and 
the company has been non-responsive, so 
the contract is no more. 

Councilman Jack Loria was present at the 
beginning of the meeting, but left before 
this vote was taken. 

The council also agreed to proceed 
to a second bidder, C&R Lakeside 
Landscaping, which actually was 
lower in cost -- $295,000 -- and highly 
recommended for the work. The city will 
see if C&R can keep the price it bid and 
do the work. 

The council also will have its Building 
Official Rick Rutherford ask the city’s 


geo-technical engineers, McDowell & 
Associates, to design an option for a return, 
which would end the city’s seawall where 
the condominium seawall begins instead of 
having the seawall all one piece. 

“We need to get that work done,” said 
Mayor Kerreen Conley, referring to the 
seawall repair. 

“It gives me nightmares!” City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer agreed. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte, who made 
the motion to move on from the Korneffel 
contract, pointed out the engineers’ 
recommendation on the project said there 
were benefits to having C&R do the project. 

C&R planned to use a barge for the work 
and Korneffel said it would use a crane 
from the shore over the condo roofs for the 
work. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said the city

Two men safe after hit-and-run accident on Belleville Lake Saturday

At 9:40 p.m. Saturday, Trevor Fountain, 
36, of Van Buren Township was out fishing 
on Belleville Lake with his best friend, his 
brother in law, in Trevor’s dad’s fishing 
boat. 

Suddenly, a fast boat, with lights on, 
roared up and plowed into the middle of 
the 16-foot fishing craft, throwing the two 
men into the lake. The fast boat turned off 
its lights and raced east without stopping to 
find out if the men were OK. 

Fountain said they cannot describe the 
boat that hit them because it was dark and 
it turned off its lights after the crash. 

On Monday, Fountain said he is still 
skaken by the sudden crash and has been 
having headaches. He said he jumped into 
the water while the boat launched over 
their two seats in the boat. 

His brother in law, from Ypsilanti, lurched 
forward, but the front of their boat jerked 
upwards and hit him in the face, giving him 
a bloody lip. 

Fountain said a lady and her husband 
towed their boat with a hole ripped in it 
to their dock and they put it on a lift for 
the night so it wouldn’t sink. This was 
nine houses down from the DNR launch, 
Fountain said. 

Fountain said they were on the north side 


of the lake going west and the other boat 
was on the wrong side for going east. 

Fountain said they called Van Buren 
Police and since the fleeing boat was 
heading east, police hurried to Sandy’s 
Marina, which closes at 10 p.m., to inspect 
incoming craft for damages. 

It took them a few minutes to get there 
and Fountain said the boat may have come 
in before they got there. 

Or, it could have docked in other private 
docks along the lake, between the DNR 
launch and Sandy’s, Fountain said. He 
said his boat barely fits under the Haggerty 
Road bridge into Edison Lake, so he knows 
they couldn’t have gone that far. 

“If we didn’t jump out, we would have 
been killed,” Fountain said. 

He said at first it looked like the big boat 
would miss them, but it seemed to turn 
toward them and he wonders if that was on 
purpose. 

They found the lady who rescued the 
two and with her husband towed their boat 
to shore is Julie Carpenter Guzniczak, 
who took pictures of the damaged boat 
and put it on the Belleville Van Buren 
Sumpter Community Facebook page with 
a description of the incident. 

She said the accident happened on 
Belleville Lake between Potter Drive and 
Harmony Lane. 


Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Director Greg Laurain said police are 
looking for an off-white colored boat with 
damage to the right side and underneath. He 
said there is no other description and there 
is little to go by. Those with information 
are asked to call (734) 699-8930. 

“There are people on the lake who are 
not very nice,” said Thomas A. Fountain 
of Sumpter Township, Trevor’s father and 
owner of the special fishing boat that was 
damaged. 

“We don’t need people out here that 
are so uncaring that they would leave 


the scene of an accident not knowing if 
the people they hit were thrown from the 
vessel unconscious and drowning,” wrote 
Guzniczak on the Facebook Page. “So, if 
you see someone with front-end damage to 
their boat, please let the Van Buren Police 
Department know ...” 

Also on the Facebook Page a person 
commented that he was giving the guy 
responsible a day to turn himself in and 
if he didn’t he would inform the police. 
Fountain said he left a message pointing 
out the comment to Officer Mark Buxton 
who is investigating the case. 


Woman pedestrian hit by truck at 
corner of Main and High streets 


At 6:05 p.m., Wednesday, Aug. 1, Patricia 
Geison, 63, was crossing Main Street at the 
light at High Street when she was hit by an 
American Dream Construction Chevy pick 
up truck making a left turn from High onto 
northbound Main.

On Saturday night a resident of Haggerty 
Sub borrowed his father’s really nice 
fishing boat and went out on the lake to go 
fishing with his best friend from Ypsilanti. 
They were on the north side heading west 
at 9:40 p.m. with their lights on, when a 
fast boat, with lights, going east, hit them 
mid-ship and then sped off to the east, after 
turning off its lights. 

The fast boat hit the fishing boat between 
the outboard motor and the driver’s seat 
and the two men in the boat tried to get out 
of its way. Both ended up in the lake after 
being pounded in the collision. The men 
waited until Tuesday to go to the doctor 
to see if the headaches they were having 
were due to concussions. Good Samaritans 
pulled their boat out of the lake and put it 
in a lift overnight since it had a hole in it. 

This incident underlines the importance 
of obeying the rules of the water. It’s not 
to ruin anyone’s fun, but to make sure 
everyone stays alive to have fun. 

This time of year, when it’s so hot, the 
lake calls to us.

The secret Pancake Project for the Harold 
Smith Farm in Denton appears to be a 
Subaru Research and Development Center 
named ACS Michigan. 

The name of the developer was kept 
secret until all the work was complete to 
rezone and build on the 75 acres on the 
south side of Michigan Avenue. The site is 
bounded by Denton residential community 
to the east and Conrail railroad to the 
south. The old farmhouse and outbuildings 
will remain because Harold Smith gets to 
live on his former farm for as long as he 
wants. When he is gone, the company may 
demolish the buildings. 

ACS proposes to build a 58,054-square- 
foot automotive research and development 
facility building and associated site 
improvements and wants to get the 
groundwork done before winter sets in. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 8, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission was to 
consider Phase 1 Site Plan approval on 
the project. The paperwork has the Subaru 
label and it is referred to in the documents 
as ACS Michigan. 

We’ ll report on what happened next 
week, because the meeting was held after 
our newspaper was printed for this week. 
But, we’re confident they got approval, 
with lots of stipulations. 

Subaru was one of the investors -- $2 
million -- in the American Center for 
Mobility in Ypsilanti Township on 335 
acres of the former bomber plant. Subaru 
also has a research and development 
facility in Ann Arbor.

This is where potholes 
really come from 


To the editor: 

Wayne County officials blame our pothole 
plague on the freeze-thaw cycles common 
during Michigan winters. While weather is 
certainly a factor, the real reason Belleville 
Road looks like some third-world donkey 
trail is the total lack of maintenance it 
receives. 

This week I noticed that another black 
rubber filler strip popped out of place on 
Belleville Road just east of the Belleville 
Lake bridge. These strips give the road 
the flexibility needed to carry heavy 
trucks. They also allow the concrete slabs 
to expand and contract with temperature 
changes. 

If our roads were maintained, these strips 
would be replaced when they come adrift. 
Failing that, the resulting groove between 
the slabs would be filled with something 
that’s durable and flexible, such as tar. This 
never happens. 

Instead, the open pavement grooves fill 
with water which freezes in the winter. 
The resulting ice fractures the adjacent 
pavement edges creating...potholes. 

So, watch the rubber strip become loose 
across the full width of Belleville Road. 
And notice that no orange Wayne County 
service truck ever appears to address this 
condition. Then, after the coming winter 


weather ravages the road, you’ll see fresh 
potholes appear with the spring buds. 

I would be remiss not to mention the pitiful 
maintenance procedure that Wayne County 
used to use for our roads. Workers shovel 
oily gravel into a pothole, then move on to 
the next severe pavement flaw. Instead of 
packing and leveling the fill material, the 
crew relies on traffic to complete the repair. 
This never works. The roadway is never 
restored to a smooth and level condition. 
Most of the oily gravel is flushed out of 
the pothole by traffic, creating debris that 
fractures windshields. 

When I complained to Van Buren 
Township officials about the deplorable 
condition of our roads, I was told that no 
money existed to repair Belleville Road 
and it would receive little or no attention 
from Wayne County for several more 
years. Short of selling out and moving to 
Washtenaw or some other less-deprived 
county, I’m at a loss for a viable solution.

Court Watching: 
Candice Diaz’s 


prelimary exam set for 
Sept. 4 at 34" Dist. Crt.

Candice Renea Diaz, 25, the Sumpter 
Township mother who is charged with 
torturing and murdering her four-year-old 
daughter on New Year’s Day, was found 
competent, again, to stand trial. 

Her next court appearance will be a 
preliminary exam at 9 a.m., Tuesday, Sept. 
4, before 34 District Court Chief Judge 
Tina Brooks Green. Judge Green set the 
exam at a different time than the usual 
felony docket on Wednesdays at the court 
because of the expected length of the exam. 

On Aug. 1, Diaz, who is being held 
without bond in the Wayne County Jail, 
was brought before Judge Green for a 
review of her case. She and her boyfriend, 
Brad Edward Fields, 28, were apprehended 
Jan. 9 in Georgia as they tried to flee from 
the law after the medical examiner ruled 
her daughter’s death a homicide. 

They both are charged with felony murder, 
second-degree murder, first-degree child 
abuse, and torture in the death of Gabrielle 
Barrett, 4, in a Sumpter Township mobile 
home. 

According to state documents, the 
Washtenaw County Medical Examiner 
who performed the autopsy told police 
that Gabrielle’s death “was the worst child 
death case” he had seen in 27 years of 
practice. 

Diaz had been found competent to stand 
trial according to an April 17 report by the 
Center for Forensic Science in Ypsilanti 
and her attorney David Cripps asked Judge 
Green on May 30 for a second, private 
evaluation. 

On July 20, Cripps said, he got the second 
report from Dr. Firoza Van Horn that also 
said Diaz was competent to stand trial.

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stipulated to both reports, which say 
the defendant is capable of criminal 
responsibility and competent to stand trial. 

Diaz has been held without bond since 
her arrest. 

Judge Green said that the preliminary 
exam before Judge Brian Oakley for Diaz’s 
co-defendant Fields had seven witnesses 
and lasted six-and-a-half hours. 

“[’m not going six-and-a-half hours,” 
said Judge Green. “This is a probable 
cause conference, not a trial. We’ll not go 
through things that should be stipulated.” 

She said Diaz’s co-defendant has his 
trial set for Sept. 11 before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Vonda Evans. 

Cripps asked Judge Green to order a 
review by pretrial services on bond, which 
has been denied, and Judge Green said they 
usually don’t do that until the defendant is 
bound over to circuit court. 

“Nine means nine,” Judge Green stated 
with emphasis, noting she wants to begin 
the exam on time, if the defendant has been 
delivered from the jail. 

After hearing the case on Sept. 4, Judge 
Green will decide whether to bind Diaz 
over to circuit court for trial. 

Paige Denise Carter 

Paige Denise Carter, 27, got a plea deal 
to have her three felony charges dismissed 
and in turn she pled guilty to a new charge 
of false pretenses from $200 to $1,000. She 
said on March 21, 2016 at 10808 Belleville 
Road in Van Buren Township she used a 
debit card without permission. 

She had been charged with false pretenses, 
$1,000-$20,000; possession of a fraudulent 
financial transaction device; and forgery, 
alteration or counterfeiting of a financial 
transaction device. 

She was brought to Judge Green’s 
courtroom from the Oakland County Jail 
where she is lodged on another charge. 

Her court-appointed defense attorney 
said Carter earned her GED and has two 
minor children. 

Judge Green said they would send a 
notification to the victim to see if she 
agrees with the plea deal. The sentence 
would be one year probation, payment of 
fines and costs, and 40 hours of community 
service in a non-profit organization.

went with Korneffel because it had a good 
reputation with many years of experience 
and was bigger. Both consultant McDowell 
& Associates and the city’s engineering 
consultant Hennessey recommended 
Korneffel.

neighbors in the condos. He asked the city 
to work on a common solution. 

At that time Rutherford said, “I still have 
hopes it will be done together. So far we 
had hoped that the original cooperation 
will continue.” 

At the beginning of the discussion on 
Monday, Rutherford gave a “quick recap” 
of the situation with the seawall. He said 
in a meeting after the bid was awarded 
Korneffel proposed the change of reusing 
the existing sheeting, which is thicker than 
what was specified in the contract. 

Rutherford said the present sheeting was 
driven in and hit things. The city’s engineer 
said the cause of the seawall problem was 
at the toe, at the bottom. 

“I told Korneffel that the council had 
approved the original specifications,” 
Rutherford said. 

Rutherford said the former director [Keith 
Boc] had refused to inspect the seawall 
because there was no engineering report. 
He saw them cutting the seawall parts at 
random, Rutherford said.

Korneffel said they don’t know if they cut 
off a foot or more, Rutherford said. 

“T said that’s the problem,” Rutherford 
said, noting the seawall failed after 22 
years. 

“What I urged was following the scope of 
work and their quick response,” Rutherford 
said, noting “our window — we’re in it.” 

He said for Korneffel this is a small 
project, but “for the City of Belleville it’s 
not a small project.” 

Rutherford said he asked for a response 
before Monday’s meeting or for them 
to come to the meeting to discuss it and 
nothing happened. 

“It’s too big a project for the City of 
Belleville for us to just take their word for 
it, no matter how big they are,” Rutherford 
said. 

“Eyewitness account of 22 years ago saw 
them cutting the sheets. What if they’re 
five feet short?” Rutherford asked. 

“Td like that project to be done more than 
anyone else in this room,” Rutherford said. 

When Mayor Conley asked how much of 
the project was the city’s, Rutherford said 
$40,000 to $50,000 is the responsibility of 
the condo owners. 

He said Korneffel wants to do business 
with the City of Belleville, not the condo 
association, and let the city get the money 
back from the condos. It was supposed to 
be a joint effort, he said. 

Mayor Conley said the city should go out 
for bids with option 1 and option 2 to make 
it clear to the bidder what the city’s doing. 

“At first the condos used the same geo- 
technic engineer we did,” he said, adding 
when the developer put in the condos, he 
severed one of the tiebacks. “Our section 
should end at the corner, so our sheets are 
not interlocking with their sheets.”

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City Manager Kollmeyer said the city 
was working with the state to possibly get 
money for the project and the state wanted 
to know how much of the project was the 
city’s, so they figured out the size. 

Rutherford said it was engineered as a 
joint project. 

“Any reason we couldn’t enter into an 
agreement with the condos and deal with 
the contractor?” asked Mike Renaud from 
the audience. 

“We started off to do it, but at one meeting 
they brought an attorney,’ Mayor Conley 
said. “They may want us to bear the whole 
cost.” 

“We had an agreement and then they hired 
an attorney,” Rutherford said, noting the 
attorney may be “an exploratory option.” 

“If they’re not following the scope of 
the bid by our geotec engineer, we could 
explore other bids and see if they would be 
able to do the work,” Councilman Marcotte 
said. 

Rutherford said C&R was one of the only 
bids to accept the scope of the bids and it’s 
cheaper. 

Kollmeyer pointed out the city council 
approved the bid. 

“They are not honoring that bid, so 
we don’t have them under contract,” 
Rutherford said. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the contract 
approved was with the condo work and so 
that would have to be changed. He asked if 
they could change the contract to put in the 
seawall return. 

Mayor Conley said the city bid out the 
specifications and, “We could have chosen 
to have an option of return in and could 
have split the numbers.”

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Van Buren Twp. board considers ways to spend $750,000 in special mtg.

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees met in a special, two-and-a-half- 
hour, afternoon workshop on July 24 to 
consider how to spend some $750,000 
as part of a specially developed CIP+ 
program. 

Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
explained, “This is a board-driven 
workshop. We want to fix public safety and 
we’ve been putting away $100,000 a year 
for three years. This, plus the $130,000 we 
got for equipment we sold, can be used for 
new equipment.” 

He said, going forward, people told him 
they wanted township hall to be worked 
on. He said looking at the Space and Needs 
study gave him a direction on where the 
board wanted to go. 

He said the board wanted a new 
boardroom, new microphones, new 
chairs, new landscaping around the hall. 
He explained the township has a capital 
improvement plan (CIP), but this is a CIP+ 
and is almost separate. 

Throughout the meeting the CIP+ 
program was also referred to as CIP++. 

“We probably have some surplus 
property we should get rid of,” Supervisor 
McNamara said, referring to descriptions 
and maps of 16 properties added to the 
board packet at the last minute. The 
board did not get to a discussion of these 
properties because the meeting ended after 
a 2.5-hour deadline recently set by new 
board policy. 

“Ts this because of the $200,000?” asked 
Trustee Sherry Frazier, referring to money 
authorized for township projects. 

“No. It’s the $750,000 for the CIP+,” 
McNamara replied. “I would like a 
decision by budget time.” The township 
budget sessions have been set for Aug. 13 
and 14. 

Matthew Best, VBT Director of Public 
Services, presented the CIP+ projects he 
had developed. 

He said Strategic Capital Planning was 
very exciting. He said you figure out where 
you want to go and know what you want. 

“We want to be a premier community,” 
Best said. “I’ve heard you say that.”

“The CIP+ was developed from this 
board,” McNamara said. 

Parks and Recreation Director Jennifer 
Wright said the Parks and Rec Commission 
didn’t approve the plan because it didn’t 
think it was doing what was needed, 
referring to a walking track and workout 
room. 

In discussing the plan to turn a multi- 
purpose room into a dance studio with 
special floor, mirrors and bars, it was 
mentioned parents waiting for their 
children sit on the floor in the township 
hallway. 

Trustee Paul White said the board room 
is vacant and could be opened for them to 
sit in to wait. 

“Maybe we need a different building for 
recreational facilities,” said Trustee Sherry 
Frazier. “Like the Summit in Canton or the 
Romulus Athletic Center. It’s time for Van 
Buren Township to have its own recreation 
center. It will appeal more to the millennials 
who live in Westlake. They would come. 
Don’t think a workout room is used. This 
is just putting a Band-Aid on it.” 

“It’s time to offer more to the residents 
of Van Buren Township,” said Clerk Leon 
Wright. “They put up with two landfills.” 
He said now the dance lessons are in two 
nights of activity. “If we had room, we 
could have them all one night and be done 
with them.” 

“I agree with both of you,” said Trustee 
Reggie Miller. “We’ve outgrown our space 
and need to have a new building. Putting 
$50,000 into a room? I’m not sold on that.” 

Trustee Kevin Martin said a community 
center is three or four-plus years down the 
road. “This is an immediate need. It’s a 
Band-Aid.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the floor in 
the gymnasium is not good for dancing and 
is too slippery. The tape doesn’t get pulled 
up after classes. She said they could put in 
a new floor with markers in the room. 

Trustee White asked again about the 
parents sitting in the hallway on the floor. 

“Our decisions should be based on 
numbers,” Trustee Frazier said. “How 
many kids? How many times are they 
there? Canton used all its landfill money 
to build things for the people, not to

supplement their budget. A swimming 
pool. A park. All used for residents’ benefit. 
We used it to keep our budget afloat. I’d 
like the bigger picture.” 

McNamara said the CIP+ is a plan to get 
by for the next 20 years. 

“How much would the $8 million do?” 
Trustee White asked, concerning the money 
from Waste Management just turned over 
to the township. 

“You’re not touching that!” McNamara 
said. “You told me to put it away and I did.” 

Treasurer Budd said as far as the Romulus 
Athletic Club, the City of Romulus doesn’t 
run that any more, but it is supplemented 
with city general fund money. 

Trustee Frazier said maybe the township 
needs to reach out to the school to see how 
they can cooperate, instead of duplicate 
facilities. She pointed out the school has 
an Olympic-sized pool and a big workout 
room with lots of equipment. 

McNamara noted the board has just spent 
40 minutes discussing the first item. 

Best explained the CIP+ program: “Over 
the last 10 years, many township facility 
improvements were postponed due to lack 
of funds or their low priority. Many repairs, 
replacements, updates and upgrades at the 
Main Township Campus were not done. 
Staff have identified 17 projects that, if 
funded, can provide significant, long-term 
improvements to the township.”

e Entry Signs, $20,000; 

e Landscaping/Sign Removal, $100,000; 

e New VBT Sign, $50,000; 

e IT Department Upgrades, $10,000; 

¢ Furniture (Conference/Waiting/Office), 
$45,000; 

e New Sign for Museum, $25,000; and 

e Interior Designer, $20,000. 
Total is $744,300. 

The board discussed the details at 
length, with McNamara saying, “I don’t 
feel like having our building look like a 
dump,” referring to the museum, which is 
located next to the brand-new library now 
under construction.

After much more discussion, Trustee

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VBT LDFA meets in special 
session to consider 2019 budget

In order to get ready for the daylong, Van 
Buren Township workshop discussions 
on the budgets for 2019, the Local 
Development Finance Authority met in 
special session on July 24. 

The LDFA accepted the 2017 audit and 
approved the proposed 2019 budget. 

Ron Akers, the VBT director of planning 
and economic development, said most of 
the LDFA budget has to do with the Visteon 
bond payments. The VBT board will meet 
Aug. 13 and 14 to discuss budgets. 

Inthe 2017 audit, Plante Moran explained: 

“The township has pledged a portion 
of future property tax revenue to repay 
$18,779,656 in LDFA bonds issued in 
2003 and a portion refunded in 2006, and 
then refunded in 2015 to finance various 
capital improvements. 

“The bonds are payable solely from the 
incremental property taxes captured by 
the LDFA and were originally projected 
to produce 100% of debt service 
requirements over the lives of the bonds. 
Current economic conditions are resulting 
in annual captures being less than annual 
debt service payments. 

“Total principal and interest remaining 
in bonds are $39,157,400, payable through 
2032. For the current year (2017), principal 
and interest paid and total property tax 
captures were $1,126,265 and $514,807, 
respectively.” 

Plante Moran also stated in the audit 
report: “All required payments on the 
bonds are guaranteed by the township 
in the event that the LDFA is unable to 
make required payments. Because it 
has been determined that the township 
will more likely than not be required to 
make a payment under this obligation, in 
accordance with GASB Statement No 70, 
the township has recorded a liability on 
its financial statements for the guarantee. 
However, the LDFA has not been released 
from its obligation on this debt.” 

Beginning in 2019, the LDFA will be 
paying on the principal, as well as the

interest, so its total payment in 2019 will be 
$2,073,206, up from the total of $521,081 
in interest only in 2018. 

Akers also presented a timeline for LDFA 
compliance with Public Act 57 of 2018 
which is the Recodified Tax Increment 
Finance Act. There are requirements for 
posting of information on the web and much 
of this already is posted on the township 
website. This part of the new requirements 
will be completed by September, Akers 
said. 

A Synopsis of Activities will have to 
be prepared and placed on the website 
and estimated completion date for this is 
January 2019. The Financial Reporting 
Requirements will be completed by May/ 
June 2019. 

The new law also requires two 
informational meetings a year and the LDFA 
is planning to hold those meetings during 
the regular LDFA meetings. Estimated 
completion date of this requirement is 
November 2018, Akers said.
